More than 1,100 Flying Fortresses 
and Liberators of the U.S. 8th Air 
Force yesterday attacked a large oil 
refinery at Merseburg, near Hanover, 
a railway viaduct at Bielefeld, mar- 
Shalling yards at Hamm, and other 
targets. in north-west Germany, a 
United States Air Force Head- 
quarters report stated last night. 
The heavy bombers were escorted 
by approximately 700 Thunderbolts 
and Mustangs, also of the 8th Air 
Force.

 Yugo-Slav. Relations 
With Bulgaria 


An end to the old enmity 
between Bulgaria and Yugo-Slavia 
was envisaged by Marshal Tito in 
an interview given to a. Bulgarian 
journalist and quoted by Yugo-Slav 
Radio yesterday. kh 

“The new and democratic Yugo- 
Slavia will do all in her power to 
achieve close collaboration - with her 
neighbours in the Balkans, pnd es- 

ally with the fraternal Bulgaria,” 
said. “This collaboration will 
be the best guarantee that past 
i will not arise — 
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destroyed by incendiary bombs, is 
one of the most inaccurate of 
popular fallacies,” the report said. 

The U.S.A. War Department was 
quoted as saying that Friday's 
Super-Fortresses’ bombing had an 
element of surprise not to be 
expected in future raids. “Tokyo 
can withstand bombing similar to 
that visited upon Cologne or 
Berlin—and can remain operative 
despite these adverse circumstances,” 
says the U.S.A. Army. “ American 
‘quakeproof’ designs have been in- 
corporated in many modern struc- 
tures, and wide highways, acting as 
‘fire breaks,’ would allow fire 
appliances quick passage.” 

“It is safe to assume,” the report 
declares, “that Tokyo is prepared 
physically, and, perhaps, psycholo- 
gically, for bombing. Fire always 
has been regarded by the Japanese 
as menace number one, and civilian 
defence activities in London to-day 
have long been standard civic re- 
sponsibilities in Tokyo and other 
Japanese cities. Most city dwellings, 
although of wood, have consider- 
able fire-resistance material in their 
structure. At least 50 parks  n- 
tended. as refuge centres and fire- 
breaks have been laid out, and the 
city has many canals, rivers, wells 
and static water: pits. 

“The city’s defences against: air 
attack are also of a high quality, 
rand the metropolitin area tis Tinged 
by airfields.”

More School Work 
Through Irish 


The real problem was how to get 
the young people to speak Irish 
after leaving school, said Mr. T. 
Derrig, Minister for Education, at 
a public meeting in Thurles yester- 
day, held under the auspices of 
Comhdail Naisunta na Gaedhilge. 

The aim of the Government was 
that the teaching through Irish 
should be gradually extended until 
the Irish language became the 
ordinary medium of intercourse and 
instruction in the schools. The cam- 
paign against compulsory Irish had 
tailed. and those who took part in 
the campaign against teaching 
through Irish, had not thought it 
worth while to ascertain the facts. 

It had been said that neither the 
teachers nor the children understood 
Irish sufficiently well to enable it to 
be used as a medium of instruction 
in the schools. 

Irish was used as the sole medium 
of instruction in only five per cent. 
of the schools in the Gaeltacht. In 
the remaining 95 per cent., the 
amount of teaching through Irish 
varied from none at all in 38 
schools, to one or two subjects 
taught through Irish only;. and 
between these two extremes there 
was variety of practice. In all cases, 
the official instruction was that 
teaching through Irish was required 
only where the children knew 
enough Irish to follow the instruc- 
tion and the teacher was qualified to 
give such instruction.

Gunther Weber, a German cor- 
respondent at Field-Marshal von 
Rundstedt’s Headquarters, said of 
the battle for Weisweilerz: “ Five 
American divisions are attacking] 
on a front so narrow that there is 
about one division to every 1,000 
yards.” 

The ist American Army is only 
four miles from Duren. The 
Germans are reacting to the threat 
to this strategic Roer bridge town 
by lavish expenditure of shells. 
They ‘seem to have been reinforced 
not only with infantry and armoured 
divisions, but also in liberal quan- 
tities of ammunition.

was resumed of John Brennan, Toor, 
Waterville, Co. Kerry, in the Dublin 
Central Criminal Court, on Saturday, 
before Mr. Justice Martin Maguire, on 
the charge of the murder of Michael P. 
O'Sullivan, farmer, Ardkeragh, Water- 
ville, Co. Kerry, whose y was 
found in a cowhouse at his home on 
January 12th, 1943. 

Michael Curran, farmer, Ardkeragh, 
said that on the. night of the shooting 
he met Brennan, whe told him that he 
was on a funny errand. Brennan said 
that “ Ca Bhfuil Se ” had been found 
dead, or shot—he was not sure 
which—in the cabin, and that he 
had been to the doctor. Asked 
what had happened—if it could have 
been suicide—Brennan said that he did 
not know. and mentioned that it was 
Mrs. Jim Curran who had told him, 
and that Mrs. O'Sullivan had said 
that she had‘heard a shot: 

The witness then detailed a conver- 
sation which he and Brennan had one 
day when they were ploughing. Bren- 
nan’ asked him if he had any car- 
tridges. “I said,” continued witness, 
“that I had a few, and he asked me 
if I would sell some. I said I would 
at black market price—about Is. 
apiece. He said that was too dear. 
He asked me what kind they were, 
and I said ‘fours’ and ‘sixes.’ He 
then said they would not be strong 
enough, 1 asked him for what, and 
he asked me. had I any 'B.B. (buck- 
shot). I said.” No,’ and I asked him 
what he wanted them for, and he said, 
“To shoot a man.” 

On another occasion, when he was 
drawing sand: before Christmas, he 
met Brennan on the strand, and the 
came back together. There was tal 
of “Ca Bhfuil Se” and the stealing 
of Father Flavin’s bicycle. Brennan 
said that “Ca Bhfuil Se" should be 
dumped like Larry Griffin (a postman 
who disappeared some years ago and 
was never found). Witness said to 
Brennan that there was no place to 
a Ca Bhfuil Se” like there was 
for rry Griffin, and Brennan said 
that he should be dumped in “ Mickey 
Paddy's” bog. - 

“1 said,” added witness, “that a 
man’s conscience would not allow 
him to do a ai: like that, and 
he sad that c had asked 
another man what conscience - was 
and the man said that whatever your 
conscienec directed you to do was 
right. He asked me if a mian asked 
me to stand alibi for him would I do 
it, and I said I w not.

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That was as near as possible to the 
exact words. Brennan said that if he 
(Curran) did not believe him the best 
thing to do would be to go to the 
Guards. About April he had another 
talk with Brennan when going plough- 
ing. He saw the Guards searching 
the mountain, and he remarked to 
Brennan that the Guards were search- 
ing for a gun. Brennan laughed, 
and said that they never went near 
the gun yet 

Witness also told the Court that he 
was nearly always visited by the 
Guards after he had been with Bren- 
nan. He had told Brennan about 
this. Brennan told him, in May, he 
believed, to tell the Guards the next 
time that they were not talking about 
the murder any more. Later he told 
Brennan that he had done so, and 
Brennan said: “ That's the stuff to 
give them,” or words to that effect. 
When witness asked Brennan what 
time O’Shea had come to his house 
on the night of the shooting, Brennan 
said that it ‘could have been 7.15 or 
7.20. Brennan said that it would 
prove to the Guards that he was in- 
nocent because of his going alone for 
the doctor. Brennan also told him, at 
one time, that he was afraid to go 
out at night without his wife. He 
thought that Brennan said that one 
would never know what O'Sullivan 
would do. 

The cross-examination had not con- 
cluded, when the Court adjourned 
until 10.30 o’clock this morning.

Dublin Housing 


Progress 


“Dublin Corporation may claim 
that it is the only municipality, 
either in this country or elsewhere, 
which, under similar circumstances, 
has managed to continue its hous- 
ing progress. writes Ald, Martin 
O'Sullivan, T.D., Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, in a note to the citizens 
of Dublin in the second Lord 
Mayor’s Handbook ‘which has just 
been published. . 
|. Alderman, O'Sullivan says it 
is a matter for particular pride that, 
notwithstanding very serious diffi- 
culties, the housing programme, de- 
designed, at the earliest possible 
date, to rid Dublin of its slums, has 
been maintained—if on a restricted 
scale—since the emergency. 
“While measures have been 
taken, as far as possible, to alleviate 
hardship resulting from emergency 
conditions,” he. writes, “ post-war 
planning has advanced to the stage 
where a comprehensive programme 
of civic improvements has been 
scheduled to be put into operation 
when normal conditions are again 
restored.” 
The Lord Mayor’s Handbook and 
Dublin Municipal Annual, 1944, 
published by the Parkside Press,
